“The tarm plan should be made wiih 
the idea ot eliminating lost labor and 
motion, 

“Good horses are the most econom 
ic power for the farm. Keep good 
stock but only such stock as can be 
profitably supported. 

“Avoid a farm full of all kinds and 
breed of livestock, keeping poorly ofl 
insufficient pasture and robbing the 
farm of the proper feed for the actual 
money making stock,
